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Por myself, I wish te proceed to discuss this 
extraordinary man and his great ideas without 
vegard to prevailing opinions on the subjects, 
end os they have appeared to my own mind 
after considerable study and refiection. And as 
I can appeal only to the intelligence and pre-in- 
formed minds of my hearers, it is pecessary that 
1 be allowed to deal only with well-known and 
striking facts. 

In the life of Calvin, there is nothing dramatic 
‘to arrest our attention. In his labors in the Re-

very early distingwished himself for piety and 
attainments. I have never read of greater pre- 
cocity than is recorded of Calvin. When twenty- 
two years of age, he was regarded, and acknow- 
Jedged as the of the Reformation fer 
his country ; and like Lather, he embraced that 
cause, withont passing through any intermediate 
eopisions. At the age of twenty-six, he publish- 
ed his immortal Institutes, and in the following 
year, 1596, he was settled ax minister te the 
Protestant Church at Geneva, and was acknow- 
Iedged to be the leader of the Reformation for 
France and Switeeriand. Ere long, be had made 
hele little city of Geneva the central object of 
Protestant opinions threugheut Europe, bet 
without any vieissitades or revolutions; am! 
through his whole life, wntil his death, in 1464, 
he suffered no great cheek to his power and in- 
fluence, exeept hix banishment from Geneva for 
a short time, procured by the intrigues and op- 
position of a party hostile to bim, and to his 
cause 


In commenting wpon the character of Calvin 
I would direct attention to him’ in the several 
lights in which he appeared to the men of his 
own generation, as a Reformer, a Legislator, » 
Theologian, and as a Christian. 

At the mention of Reformer, Luther invelun- 
tarily rises before our minds, and we naturally 
compare Calvin with him. As an objective re 
former, Luther stands alone. He was « man 

iy raised up by Divine Providence for 
the work of reformation, and be was peculiarly 
fitted for the task assigned him. Equally power 
ful with people and with scholars, and eloquent 
he was able to inspire the stadent and the man 
of active life. In his different situations, he oc 
capied distinct spheres at rue same Dime | pe cud 
yet mil, simple, vet worldly wise. He woubhi 
deeathe the breath of life into bis hearers, and 
then retire to deepest sotitudes for objects of de 
votion, or the enjoyment ef bis Ged. He would 
commane with angels on the ladder, or confer 
with them on the plain. At one moment, he 
would ipspire students with theolugreal fervet 
and at another, rebuke the rulers of the worl! 
with all the dignity of an ancient prophet. A‘ 
intervals, he would descend to the charmed cir- 
cle of social life, and seothe his troubled «piri: 
with familiar and mirthful 
charms of music and song. 

Calvin had not his versatility, nor his popular 
Manners, nor his stirring energy; nor hie elo 
quence, nor his habits of relaxation. Bat he 
had « clearer head, a more logical mind, and 
greater definiteness of knowledge, with mor 
fondness for analysis and system. Having suc 
a trim and constitution of mind, he did not mak 
gach passionate attacks on the enemies of Pro 
testantian as the reformers of his age, bat he 
carried them to » greater extent. Luther re 
tained many forms of the Roman Church, and 
held im particalar the doctrine of justification 
dy faith. Calvin aimed at entire simplicity, and 
meruly rejected every form and every doctrin 
which he could not show te be in accordane: 
with the Bible, or with the observances of th: 
Primitive Church, Lather continned the use of 
images, pietures in the Churches, and mas 
of the ceremonies of Kome 
upon a sublime simplicity, and considered rel 
gion degraded by any appeal to the senses; be 
strictly abolished al! Roman forms, and retained! 
fm bie chureh-service only t ingong of Pealms 
He thonght that praise should come from th 
heart, rather than be derived from the efforts of 
mere wusicians; he rejected all the 
symbolica) forms of churches 
and others.

nor did he practically have much respect for 
the people. He had no populer sympathies, 
but rather looked upon the people as prone to 
Hoense and wickedness, over whom it was ne- 
censary to keep constantly a stern and watchful 
eye. He had no faith in the wisdom of congre- 
gated masses of men. He found the Govern. 
ment of Geneva aristocratic, and he left it so; 
power was in the hands of a few men, and they 
bur men, according to the original meaning of 
aristocracy. Calvin thought that form the best 
calculated to preserve the State from popular 
tumalts ; it was his favorite idea, and he adopt- 
ed it in his Church. In this respect, he aimed 
to pursue a middle coutse, and to avoid distar. 
hances, for anarchy he hated worse than the 
usurpations of the Pope. He thought the Pres- 
byterian form would best sccure the harmony of 
the Charch, and he moreover maintained that 
that form was in accordance with the Primitive 


elevation of the material bedy. 
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Christianity. He had more respect for the insti- 
tations of the Church, than those who bear his 
name in this age. He was a minister of Christ, 
armed with great power, which, however, he | 





was too conscientious to ase 


of the Middle Ages. He wonderfully revived 
the literature of his own time ; his Commentaries 
have probably never been surpassed, and they 
have served as the great model for Commenta- 
ries in all subsequent ages. In literature, be is | 
distinguished for his learning, eloquence, good- | 
ness and love of truth. When he spoke, it was 
to give a life to his expositions and make the | 
Sacred Writings impressive and useful; he sia- | 
gied out what was most important, and in his | 
arguments, appealed to an enlightened reason | 
as well as to human experience. 

But it ts his system of divinity which has most 
contributed to his fame, and which has entitled | 
him to be called most emphatically « the theo- | 
logian of the Keformation,” and as such he is | 
acknowledged by the universal voice of man-| 
kind. He revived the dissensions of the fathers | 
and the schoohnen, and was probably inferior to 
none of them in dialectical and logical power. 
He did not deify the reason like Erigena, nor 
throw himself on authority like Bernard, nor | 
tutrench himself in dogmatism like Ambrose 
He was not an egotist, professing to know every- 
thing, and scornful of all knowledge but his | 
. He had the profound spiritual insight of | 
Auselm, united with the delicate acumes of | 
Thomas Aquimas. In all his labors. he keew no 
master but Christ, and he believed fully every- | 
thing that was the word and commandment of | 
God. He takes his arguments, not from natural | 
reason or from the opinions of holy fathers, bat | 
from the Bible; although he agrees with the 
writers preferred of both fathers and schoolmen, 
with Augustine, Athanasius, Bernard, Auseller | 
and stechalk. But his system is most remark
